Washington. June 9. 
Sometimes 
there is conflict in customs. 
What is 
religious to one mind, may be ridicu­ 
lous to another, and vice versa. This 
was amusingly demonstrated, accord­ 
ing to the Department of indian Af­ 
fairs. by an incident on the Glacier 
National Park reservation, where a 
crowd of tourists had gathered 
to 
watch the last 
Independence 
Day 
tribal dance of til** Blackfeet. 
Tomahawking the hair by Indian 
maidens was done many moons be­ 
fore the rouge-tinted pale fa ce girl 
ever thought of bobbing hers to be 
fashionable. 
But. the Ihdtan misses 
chopped off their locks in grief when 
their lovers were killed in battle. 
Having this imprinted on their minds 
as an act of mourning, it naturally 
caused a feeling of sympathy among 
a bevy of squaws gathered for the 
tribal celebration when they noticed 
so many white girls with short hair 
among the tourist spectators assem­ 
bled. 
Assuming that every bobbed head 
was for a lover killed in the World 
War. th** Indian women “ out of re­ 
spect for the departed pale fat** war­ 
riors, ” in an impromptu manner end­ 
ed their part of the program with 
the "Squaws! Dance for the Warrior 
Dead,” alway-* a very somber 
and 
impressive spectacle to the lied Men. 
To most of the whit** people gath­ 
ered around the rhythm of the dance 
movements furnished only comedy. 
The incident of thlr 
wasted 
soul 
spirit on the Gods of Fashion at th** 
expense of the Indians 
rankled 
a 
western man among the Spectator 
Later, at the Glarier P a r k 'Hotel, for 
the information of bystanders, 
bt 
gave an impressive interpretation of 
the “ Squaws’ Dance for Their War­ 
rior Dead.” 
When 
the 
sacrilege 
dawned on everyone there 
was 
a 
spontaneous outburst of 
Caucasian 
humor. 
Everybody laughed at what they 
regarded as rather a unique joke on 
the American Indians for this ludl 
crous mistake in thus eulogizing the 
great American horde 
of 
bobbed 
haired femininity. 
This 
angered 
a 
serious-minded 
school teacher who nervously 
ad 
justed the haripins in her switch as 
she berated a group of giggling bob­ 
bed haired girls 
standing 
nearby 
jocularly ridiculing the Indian wo 
men. 
“ I think it’s just too saerllegous 
for anything!” she exclaimed. 
‘ I ve 
a notion to tell those 
Indians 
the 
truth. 
If I do, they’ll scalp every 
bobbed head in Glacier Park. and it 
would serve them all right, the friv 
olous things-” 
But the squaws didn't have any 
such savage inclination. 
They had 
more philosophy than the easterners 
realized. 
For when the 
seeming 
Joke was disclosed to them, that the 
white girls in bobbing 
their 
hair 
merely worshipped at the shrine of 
the Gods of Fashion, the Indian wo 
men only shrugged their shoulders 
indicating disgust at the thought of 
such wide divergence from their sac 
red idea of “ tomahawking the hair.’

flowerer, the british Olympic Association rffrkons on scmling to Paris a 
tor,rn numbering some 400 competitors, a number in excess of all previous cf 
forts. This, despite the comparative lack of Interest in Olympics in this coun­ 
try and the disinclination of many of the governing bodies of the various 
brant hen of spoil to select teams at the bidding of the British Olympic Anno 
elation. 
Among all tho nations competing in the Olympiads, Britain, for many 
years reckoned as tho cradle of sport, is the worst organised. 
The .British 
Olympic Association is a relatively helpless body, whch does nothing hut 
supply funds and arrange hotel accommodation for competitors, and recelres 
very little support from tho various governing bodies of Hrltish spoil. 
The different governing hollies are old-standing institutions, while the 
British Olympic Association is com pa rutivi ly a newcomer, 
And n o n e oi tho 
governing bodies is willing to concede tho It. (). A. any sort of Jurisdiction 
over their own particular brooch of sport. 
And there is no possible way Of 
enforcing the authority of the hotly responsible for the turning out of an 
International team to represent Great Britain at the Olympic games. 
Some 
bodies flatly refuse to have anything to do with the Olympics. 
Britain will doubtless be strongly represented at polo, because the games 
happen to coincide with the height of the British polo season, and It is not 
very far to send to Paris. 
However, the polo authorities i n d i c a t e d very 
plainly that the international trial mutches for the forthcoming England vs. 
America matches ut Meadowbrook, as well as the Hurlinghum, Itarmlagli and 
Roebampton challenge cups and championships, were of fur more importance 
than Olympic polo, and they even managed to secure a postponement of the 
original date to tit in with the biggest British home matches.

London.—An extremely Interesting 
though lonely six months is abend of 
an English woman naturalist, Miss E. 
L. Turner, who has Just left London 
to take up her residence on Scolt Head 
island, two miles out from tho Wild 
and desolate coust of Norfolk. 
Miss Turner Is marooning herself on 
this almost unknown and never visited 
Island In order to learn more about 
bird habits. She has spent years study­ 
ing birds, hut confesses she has gained 
istle real knowledge about them.

The British 
Olympic Association is a relatively helpless body, whch does nothing but 
supply funds and arrange hotel accommodation for competitors, and receives 
very little support from the various governing bodies of British sport. 
The different governing bodies are old-standing institutions, w hile the 
British Olympic Association is comparatively a newcomer. 
And none of tin 
governing bodies is willing to concede the B. O. A. any sort of jurisdiction 
over their own particular branch of aport. 
And there is no possible way of 
enforcing the authority of the body responsible for the turning out of an 
international team to represent Great Britain at the Olympic gam es. 
S ouk 
bodies flatly refuse to have anything to do with tile Olympics.
